This book has been ordered by the Adult Department. 


What sort of community are we aiming to help develope? If we base our 
hypothetical community on the library objectives, laid down in "The Public 
Library in the United States" by Robert Leigh, and accepted by the Provin- 
cial Library Service, we find that it would have certain characteristics. 
It would be one in which the members would have the incentive and enthusiasm 
to continue learning through-out their lives and would be able to use their 
leisure to promote “their personal happiness and social well-being". The 
cultural past of South Africa and mankind in general would be integrated to 

become part of the life of the community. The 

members would be able to play an actively con- 
EDITORIAL tributing part in their society and would take 

a lively interest in the technical achieve- 

ments and social problems both of South Africa 
and other countries. In such a society the library would naturally fall in- 
to place as an indispensible social amenity. In a talk entitled "Why Have 
Libraries" the Director of the Library Service points out that South Africa 
has not yet developed a library consciousness. Evidence of this is the type 
of question sometimes asked, Is the Library Service paying its way and does 
it actually make a profit? No one asks the Education Department if they are 
a paying proposition. This indicates that people have not yet realised the 
value of the library particularly as an educational means, and that South 
Africa still lags behind other countries regarding use of library facilities 
although we can ill afford it. This realisation forms the impetus behind 
the Provincial Library Service. 

The aims and society envisaged above may seem idealistic and impossibly 
far removed from reality until small things suddenly show that this is not 
so. We cannot help being encouraged and enthused by the spontaneous form- 
ation of the Piketberg Bybelspelvereniging and the subsequent success of per- 
formances of their first play. In this journal is the surprising story of a 
small farming community in which play-readings and acted plays have been 
part of the social life for forty years. Addo has a population of approx- 
imately 550 Europeans. [It is in the Sundays River Valley and their history 
is one of almost incredible struggle. Even-when Lake Mentz on which their 
citrus farms depend, was finally completed there was a drought which prevent- 
ed its being filled for another five years. In spite of difficulties this 
small farming community has found time to maintain a lively interest in lit- 
erature and music. The Fitzpatrick Library is named after Sir Percy, a pro- 
minent member of valley life who donated money for its building. The build- 
ing is above standard and the library has become very much part of valley 
life. The membership of 324 read 3.3 books per head per month, 25% of which 
are non-fiction (average over 6 months). These figures are above average. 

Optimistically we can conclude that more and more encouraging features, 
similar to these Will appear in the near future. 















FISH HOEK LIBRARY 


It was one of those bright days when the Cape has had handfuls of 
yellow and white flowers flung across it as if the sun has splintered 
and sprinkled chips of light over the green, one of those days when 
anyone who longs to be anywhere is sitting behind a desk somewhere 
else, It was the day we were due to visit Fish Hoek Library over De 
Waal drive and down to the sparkling sea. 

The library stands in the road nearest the beach but the trees have 
been newly planted and the building is unprepossessing from the out- 
Side. As soon as one goes inside however, the impression changes in- 
mediately to one of cheerfulness and welcome. Here there is no need 
to go in furtively hoping the librarian will not see you. A poster 
of smiling children greeted us happily from one side of the issue 
desk, which Miss Gillard, the librarian there, told us had been sup- 
plied on request by the Citrus Board, Pretoria. There were pink 
roses, a small planted garden of succulents with a Japanese simplici- 
ty ebout their arrangement, and more posters on the sides of the book- 
shelves facing the issue desk. 

The reading room is a large square room with windows overlooking

the sea. It was here that miss de Villiers put up the display of de- 
licate Japanese dolls in elaborate costumes (see photograph opposite). 

Next we visited the childrens room and found it filled with enter- 
taining things. There were dolls above the bookshelves which Miss 
Gillard showed to us. 

"These were made for us entirely from scraps by an old lady" she 
said. Scraps of material, blocks of wood and some imagination, and 
there were all the characters that appeal to children, a cowboy, a 
Japanese lady, a rotund washerwoman, etc. I picked up a quaint 
little rabbit-character pasted onto cardboard so that it stands up. 
They are made by Miss Gillard from publishers brochures and are 
characters from the books they stand among. 

"The children love them and they always look to see which ones they 
know" she told me. In addition there was a stand-up cut-out of Han- 
sel and Gretel from sets that she buys flat in books and puts up. 

This she said, is particularly popular and cheap to buy. "You can 
see they always pueh the witch into the cottage" she said reaching in 
to pull out the little figure grinning over a broom. The cut-outs 
are obtainable of almost all popular stories, for example Lassie Come 
Home and "The Three Little Pigs". 

The activities of the library? The monthly film shows are so popu- 
lar that they always have to be repeated, 60 to 80 people attending 
each showing. 

"How do you get people so interested in what you do?" I asked. 

The local newspaper is always prepared to print something about the 
library I was told. particularly after each event Miss Gillard sends 
in a small write-up with an announcement of events to follow. She 
knows the editor and makes a point of always reminding the public 
about the library whenever possible. 

"Talking to them too is most important, I always ask everyone what 
they thought of the film evening and how they enjoyed it and from 
their answers I often get ideas for the next programme". An example 
of this was a New Zealand evening while the All Blacks were out here. 
A request was sent to Central Reference for books on New Zealand and 
bibliographies asked for, and the evening was a most successful one, 
719 people attending one showing and 80 the next. 

Always try to fit in with something topical she advises. When the 











Royal Ballet was visiting this country book displays and books on 
ballet were very popular. 

She showed me a set of pictures titles "Commonwealth Ballet" which 
were used as a background for the displays. Giselle floating across 
a stage, the sort of pictures that make everyone dream of how they 
might have done the same given the chance. This picture set was ob- 
tained from the United Kingdom Information Office, Cape Town. 

Other sources of display material are various. Many industries 
will supply educational brochures, diagrams, charts and posters which 
can be used. 

I picked up a photograph lying on the trolley showing @ pagoda as 
part of the foreground to a lake with a jetty and firs fading into 
the water with faint misty mountains in the background. This Jap- 
anese photograph I was told, was one of the Shell photographs from a 
picture set on tea. Another series titled "Power and Plenty" was 
equally interesting. Anyone wanting these should write to the Public 
Relations Officer, Shell Company, Mowbray and ask for a booklet, 
"Shell Education News" which is issued quarterly, is illustrated and 
contains a list of photographic series on different subjects, 

"What this all amounts to is that every time anyone comes here they 
can expect to see something new and interesting?" I asked. 

1 was shown the new display for Spring. 

"Spring is the time everyone does something new and exciting, makes 
new clothes, plants a garden or learns something new" Miss Gillard 
said. So the was a book on each of these subjects among others. 

"We can always tell what display is on, by the books that are taken 
out. "Pretty soon every one that was on display is taken out and 
then everything on the subject." 

And I left there feeling that surely this whole interview showed 
one thing, and that was that to a large extent the interest in the 
library on the part of the users was a reflection of the enthusiasm 
and interest the librarians take in it themselves. 


Two of the elaborately dressed 
Japanese dolls which are avail- 
able for displays. They are 
extremely attractive and draw 
a lot of attention. Related 
books were arranged between 
them, for example, Japanese 
Flower Arrangement, novels set 
in Japan, etc.

NOTES ON WRS LE ROUX’ §& 
DISPLAYS&.

I very much like the way in which Mrs. le Roux uses her display 
board; it is not simply a background against which one places books - 
it becomes an entity in itself. It becomes a stage, complete with

curtains, for her ballet dancers; a beach sprinkled with shells and 
seaweed, for books about the sea. [t becomes part of the spirit of 
the theme. As an example, let me suggest a further display; needle- 
work. Make the display your work table. One wants to show that here 
is a job which is going to be greatly simplified and improved by 
supplementary use of the suggested books. Spread out a scrap of ma- 
terial, perhaps with pinked edges, a pair of scissors and a reel or 
two of cotton fastened through the holes in the peg-board. Do not 
overcrowd the board. Three kinds of items, apart from the books, 
are usually quite enough to carry the suggestion across. One does 
not want to drive the point home too fiercely! 


Lettering - comments on Mrs. Le Roux’s suggestions. 
Pen lettering is very useful for labels and smaller headings. I[t 
needs a little practice first. 
Stencil lettering well-spaced is first rate, though comparatively 
more expensive than the other methods. 
Brush lettering should be of a fairly high standard if it is to be 
at all effective and professional. The important thing is spacing. 
you may find no.4 a useful size. Rule parallel lines indicating the 
may find no.4 a useful size. Rule parallel lines indicating the 
height of the letters and adhere strictly to these Plan out the let- 
tering roughly in pencil. It is important to see it as a whole, for 
you will then avoid poor spacing and cramping at the end of a line. 
These are the most common causes for illegible and untidy lettering. 
A very good idea, to use the big cut-out letters from old newspaper 
bulletins and other suitable advertisements. 


Sets of cork letters have been sent out to each Regional office for 
use in special displays. .Ask the Regional Librarian about then. 


I have also drawn up a rough, simple pattern, one sheet of which is 
enclosed with this journal for making cut-out paper lettering. Copy 
the pattern into stiff coloured paper and cut out. The letters are 
14" high and are planned so that they are very easy to space. Leave 
roughly the space of an 'I* between each letter. The letters can be 
etuck on to the board with rubber solution and can afterwards easily 
be removed and the solution rubbed away with an ordinary rubber. 
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FORTY YEARS OF THEATRE 


Vivienne Gruskin. 


For about forty years theatre has flourished in Addo, centre of a 
citrus-growing farming community thirty miles outside port Elizabeth. 
Originally pioneered by ex-soldier immigrants from Great Britain 
after the 1914-1918 war, these English settlers brought with them a 
traditional love of theatre. Battling against adverse farming con- 
ditions to establish their citrus orchards in an area of low rainfall 
and cut off from the entertainments of Port Elizabeth by bad roads, 
insufficient transport and an understandable lack of funds in those 
early years, they were thrown back on their own resources for enter- 
tainment. As far back as 1925 the Addo Dramatic Society applied for 
permission to stage a play in the local Irrigation Board Hall. "Til- 
ly of Bloomsbury" and "Charley’s Aunt" were plays produced in those 
early days when dressing rooms consisted of tents pitched alongside 
local halls, which must have occasioned many a quick ‘sprint from 
tent to stage. Rehearsals were held at various farmhouses, and carts 
and horses were inspanned to journey across bad farm roads. Reminisc- 
ing on those early. days, one woman recalled how the catt lamps had a 
habit of going out at crucial moments on the dark roads, while horses 
had an annoying tendency to stray from their hitching posts. The 
society must have become emboldened with success for a play was even- 
tually staged at the Opera House, Port Elizabeth, soon after the 
opening of that theatre. "Mr. Pym Passes By" was the play, and it 
ran with great success for one week as a festival benefit for the 
retiring city organist, Roger Ascombe. In all these plays the male 
lead was taken by John Champion, now a well-known Port Elizabeth pho- 
tographer, who is still keenly interested in the city’s theatrical 
activities. 

Musical evenings were also popular in those early days, with record- 
ed and live music, and one of the prime movers was Mrs. Arthur Filmer, 
whose daughter later married the actor-playwright, Emlyn Williams. 

A play-reading circle was started in 1931 with about thirty members 
who gathered at various houses in the district. From the beginning, 
plays were acted rather than read sitting in a circle, and this prac- 
tice has been followed ever since. Amongst plays read in those years 
were "Sweet Aloes", "The Two Mrs. Carrolls", "What every woman knows", 
"The Old Ladies" and "Canaries sometimes sing". The President of the 
Addo Play Reading Society, Mr. John Vincent, recalls going to re- 
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hearsals along bumpy roads on his motorbike, to take the juvenile 
leads. After thirty years of play reading, he is still an enthusias- 
tic member and one of the mainstays of the society, having traversed 
through most of the ages of man till his now accomplished roles as 
father, or even grandfather with the aid of the make-up box. 

For over thirty years the Addo Play Reading society has functioned, 
except for a break in the war years between 1940 and 1945 when so 
many menfolk were away on active service, leaving their wives to run 
their citrus farms. After the war, in 1946, the society was revived 
and has never looked back. Meetings continued to be held in private 
homes; but as play-readings became more popular, audiences became 
larger. Soon hostesses found that they had to seat forty to fifty 
people, which meant turning out their furniture to provide seating 
accommodation. For the most part people sat on the floor - a few 
chairs being left for the aged or inform. This explains the succinct 
advice, "Please bring your own cup and cushion" on the notice cards 
of those years. While readings in homes provided an enjoyable, in- 
timate atmosphere, it soon became evident that only a limited number 
of houses with the necessary large interleading rooms were available 
to the society, and audiences were beginning to complain of discon- 
fort! 

The society eventually decided to stage its readings at the local 
Valentine Hall which has become the venue for the monthly gatherings 
since 1951. Alterations were made to the stage which is now a useful 
little unit in which the flats are bolted together enabling windows 
or french doors to be inserted as required. The property box was en- 
larged and today good-sized cupboards house curtains, carpets, odd 
lengths of material and other paraphenalia with which to ring the 
changes in various sets. While members of the cast still bring many 
of the properties to enliven the sets, the society has acquired a few 
basic necessities such as'a small settee, occasional chairs and 
tables. With ingenious draping and pinning of materials, the exist- 
ing furniture is newly covered for every play, and it is quite amaz- 
ing how attractively the sets have been presented - whether a Victo- 
rian setting, as in "The Heiress", an old castle in "We must kill 
Toni", a lovely garden terrace in "Sabrina Fair", or the interior of 
a school as in "The Happiest Days of your Life". 

With the reading of Noel Coward’s "Blithe Spirit", and the necessi- 
ty for the pictures on the walls and various props to move and dance 
when disturbed by the mischievous spirit of the departed Elvira, the 
ingenuity of the society’ s back-room boys was first brought into 
play. From then on no set was too complicated and no prop too diffi- 
cult to connoct. Every obstacle presented a challenge whether in the 
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set or costuming. Today we manage Victorian dresses with draped 
bedspreads, have even "made" a highranking air force uniforms. From 
the attics and homes in the Valley have come a variety of props or 
costumes to satisfy and delight audience. [I recall a dashing blue, 
yellow and scarlet hooded cloak as worn by North African desert 
tribesmen, which was lent by an Addo farmer who had been in Algiers 
years ago, and was worn with dashing success in Somerset Maugham’ s 
delightful translation of "The Noble Spaniard". To show the variety 
of plays read out of a very large number, I mention This Happy Breed, 
Watch on the Rhine, Ladies in Retirement, The Shop at Sly Corner, 
The Paragon, Random Harvest, Rebecca, Worm’s Eye View, Castles in the 
Air, Dear Octopus, Relative values, and more recently, Dear Charles, 
Mrs. Willy, Harvey, The Reluctant Debutante, Spider’s Web, Dear Delin- 
quent, The Whole Truth, Bell Book and Candle, and many others. Come- 
dies and thrillers remain popular, with something more dramatic and 
heavy thrown in occasionally to vary the programme. From years of 
experience, for instance, the committee has found that heavy dramas 
are to be avoided in the cold winter months of June and July, lest 
the audience colidify completely without the exuberance of laughter! 

At its monthly readings the society attracts anything from 70-80 
members in the audience. The membership stands at over 100 of whom 
less than a quarter are active readers, the men being more elusive 
than the women.’ The society reads eight plays a year, going into 
recess for the hot summer months of December to March. The committee, 
consisting of the President, Chairman, secretary and four additional 
members, meets once a month to cast the plays and appoint a producer. 
Two rehearsals precede the reading. Our difficulties are probably 
peculiar’ to the community; in an area where young people are either 
at boarding schools or University, we lack the teenager group, so 
that responsible matrons and sedate husbands have often found then- 
selves fluctuating in age by as much as fifteen years. 

It will be seen that play readings have evolved from the intimate 
gatherings in houses, to what is now the nearest approach to the real 
thing - a live play. Play readings are the only organised entertain- 
ment in our Valley with the nearest cinema or theatre thirty miles 
distant. Audiences who come as far as ten miles from their farms, 
expect to be entertained, and if they are uplifted in the process, so 
much the better! Our audiences have become more sophisticated and 
critical with the years, and it is evident that after thirty years of 
play reading a more specialised form would naturally emerge where the 
audience demanded a higher standard and the players rose to meet the 
challenge. It is also understandable that in an area where there is 
no other form of entertainment, play readings would progress beyond 
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the experimental or discussion stage. This is the form,they would 
more readily assume in towns where live theatre is easily available 
and play readings are extra-mural experiments in stagecraft, as it 
were. 

So deeply has the pattern of play reading been ingrained in Valley 
life, that one woman reader confessed that the passing of her youth 
had only been brought home to her when instead of rcmantic young girl 
roles, she had been relegated to the mother of the bride! In much 
the same way the many children who cut their teeth on plays at an 
early age - due to the parents’ reluctance to leave them at home on 
lonely farms - have graduated from the noisy front row of the au- 
diencesto take part in play readings themselves. So the pattern of 
the play has threaded through life in this valley from generation to 
generation. 

There is in addition an Afrikaans play reading society which »re- 
sents acted readings as we do, and though only a few years old is 
already very popular. Lately a smaller "fireside group" has evolved 
where a group of women who are reluctant to face audience, read their 
plays (taking both male and female characters) sitting round the fire 
in one another’s homes. Three play reading groups in a scattered, 
thinly-populated area, shows the great interest our Valley has in the 
theatre. We have often presented play readings to various groups in 
the valley, including entertainment for citrus packers at the local 
girls’ hostel, have given readings in Port Elizabeth, and exchanged 
ideas and plays with many play reading groups in the Union. 

Despite difficulties, particularly the gathering together of a 
balanced cast in the citrus-harvesting months when our early-rising 
menfolk are harrassed and busy, and despite the continued search for 
plays suitable to our needs and abilities, the Addo Play Reading So- 
ciety has gone from strength to strength in bringing an organised 
programme of theatrical entertainment to a scattered community over a 
long period of years.
